Clear knowledge of the Jewiſh hiſtory, 

1 eſpecially of their regal ſtate, is abſo- 
lately neceſſary to the right underſtanding of 
the prophecies.

Religion ordered ſe- 
roboam's new ſubjects to vifit at ſtated times 
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the temple of Jeruſalem. This filled him with 


concern. | 

He propoſed to prevent fuch pious emigra- 
tions. His reſidence in ÆAgypt had probably 
made him acquainted with their religion and

Here then immediately began an exerciſe 
of the faith and patience of thoſe who re- 
er the religion of their anceſtors. Hence 
ikewiſe a continual ſource of diſcord and, of 
vengeance, an inconceivable variety of ſtrata- 
gems. to ſeduce, or to confirm ſeduction, re- 
ated warnings and comminations; and laſtly, 
a ſeries of chaſtiſements, till proving incorri- 
gible, theſe revolters were deſolated as at this 
Jeroboam therefore had ſet up a deity, a ri- 
tual, a religion, but ſtatutes were wanting to 
oppoſe the law of Moſes. A Prince of the 
name of Omri, (the murderer of Zimn, after 
a week's royalty, who himſelf had killed Elah 
when he was drunk) removed the royal reſi- 


| dence from the beautiful Tirzah to Samaria, 


and there finiſhed the dreadful code, called the 
ſtatutes of Omri, Mic. vi. 16. 

He is ſucceeded by Ahab. That monarch 
marries a foreigner, the daughter of an idola- 
trous prieſt. The new Queen proves a great 
zealot for Baal her god, whoſe worſhip is ſet 
up attended by a Flendid 2 of four 
hundred prophets.— Altars ſmoke, victims die, 
temples and groves ariſe.

IT is the glory of Chriſt's Holy Catholic 
Church to receive from the only true God the 
knowledge of his name and will. The Jews 
have invented many cabaliſtical whimfies on 
this head. Heathens have formed a God of 
their own imaginations. But none can receive 
' any knowledge of the Father of all, but by the 
illumination of the everlaſting Word. 

We cannot underſtand the creation of a 
mite, much leſs the Creator himſelf, We are 
miracles: we are myſteries to ourſelves. We 
are created with intellectual powers, but theſe 
are debilitated by ſin. God reveals his name 


and will, and by a divine energy awakes man 


o ſeek and find the true God, by and through 
him who is the way, the truch, and the life. 
It ĩs true that a name is not neceſſary to the 
Godhead, conſidered abſolutely, but it is fo 
when we conſider it relatively: for every 
name of God, diſcovers that he is made to us 
whatever that name implies, in the moſt per- 
ect ſenſe. 

Tbeę moſt frequent and awful name of God 
we meet with in theſe prophecies is the name 
JEHoVvAn. The Jews term this Sem Ham- 
phoreſh, the ſole incommunicable name. It 
denotes the ſelf-exiſtent one everlaſting God. 
The F rench bibles continually render it by 

G: IEternel. 
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TEternel. St. John in the Revelation by wno 
IS—WHO WaAs—and WHO 1s ro COME—The 
Greeks, converſant with the Phænicians, de- 
rived from hence their God 140, Jupiter, or 
Jove. By this name 1s made known the one 
Lord and Creator of all ; the moſt abſolutely 
perfect God, 

With reſpect to the church, God hath been 
pleaſed to ordain an indiſſoluble relation, 
namely, that he will be their God and Father, 
and that they ſhall be his people and children. 
This wonderful tranſaction is revealed by the 
name ELO. | | 
This is a plural from a root denoting an 
oath, curſing, or execration. For God con- 
firmed this covenant by oath to Abraham and 
to his ſeed for ever; and Chriſt therein was 
made an execration, when he paid the penalty 
and ſuffered the malediction of the law. 

This plural in ſcripture is uſed uncommonly. 
Moſes in Geneſis has this mode of expreſſion. 


The Etonix faid unto him (Abraham) I will. 


make a covenant between ME and thee—ELo- 
HIM three perſons, Mg one Godhead. So Da- 
vid, O ELonuim, Tay throne is for ever.

1 ſhall briefly ſum up what I have to ſay 
upon this head. By divine economy I un- 
derſtand that government by wile and invaria- 
ble laws, according to eternal counſel, where- 
by all created beings are directed for God's 
glory to their reſpective ends. 

The viſible world proclaims a God, the 
maker and preſerver of all things — And as 


CREATOR and PRESERVER, he, without doubt, 


mult direct his operations by unerring wiſdom, 
ſanity, and truth. This all reafonable men 
muſt grant. 

God cannot originally create any thing wick- 
ed. Good ſpirits, good creatures, eventually 
degenerate, become bad, and ſuffer puniſh- 
ment, which mutability and corruption God 

rmits, but nevertheleſs it ſhall finally be 
productive of glory to him. For ſhame, which 
implies unholineſs, impotence, or folly, can- 


not poſſibly affect the Deity. Wherefore it is 


true, whatever is is RIGHT, (that is) is the ve- 
ſult of infinite wiſdom. 

A paradiſiacal ſtate, a golden age, mult then 
once have exiſted; reaſon, record, tradition, 
confirm it. But this ſlate preſently ceaſed, 
and univerſal depravity ſucceeded. Had di- 
vine goodneſs vouchſafed no interpoſition, as 
, | In 
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in the caſe of fallen ſpirits, God's juſtice would 
have fuffered no violation. 

Wherefore this interpoſition to fave conſti- 
tutes a lively difplay of ſovereign mercy : and 
as ſuch interpoiition is the arm of God, it muſt 
be effectual to full accompliſhment of what he 
has ordained ; and the mode, inſtrumental 
cauſes, means, &c. as being of divine appoint- 
ment, ought with profound ſubmiſſion to be 
received and admitted. 

Here then commences the particular regi- 
ment of God, the perfect execution of his 
eternal purpoſes, a kingdom of grace that ſhall 
ſurvive the kingdoms of the earth. 

By man came death. By man, ſo God de- 
crees, ſhall life ariſe and immortality, This 
perſon ſhall be Head, Prince and Saviour. He 
ſhall be Captain over an innumerable army, 
militant firſt, then victorious and triumphant 
for ever. 

The defire of all nations therefore is a title 
ſuitable to ſuch a glorious Redeemer ; but as he 
is one, and his appearance determined he 
muſt pertain to one nation, family, and the 
glorious æra muſt be pointed out. | 

This is done. Here is a thread of facred 
and hiſtoric truth, whoſe commencement is 
from the foundation, and whoſe expiration is 
with the diſſolution of the world.
